BRAZILS SEMI-OFFICIAL PRESS 
BACKS UP THE 
ACTION

Rio De Janeiro, June 9.— Brazil 
today seemed to be 
preparing 
to 
withdraw from the League of Na­ 
tions in favor of returning to the 


traditional Brazilian policy of “ Am­ 


erica for Americans.” 
T hat policy implies enlarging the 
scope and strengthening the 
influ­ 
ence of the 
Pan-American 
Union, 
which, if Brazil withdrew from the 
League would possess the distinct ad­ 
vantage of representation 
of 
four 
great new world countries, not rep­ 
resented 
at 
Geneva, 
the 
United 
States, Argentine, Brazil and Mexico. 
The United 
Press 
learned 
that 
Brazil has sent memoranda to the 
various South American governments 
exhaustively e x p la in in g its attitude 
at Geneva regarding permanent Lea­ 
gue ‘council representation. Replies 
already have 
been 
received 
from 
Chile, Venezuela. Bolivia, Uruguay, 
Ecuador, Peru and perhaps 
others. 
The texts of the memoranda and of 
the replies have not been made pub­ 
lic. 
Brazil’s semi-official press 
today 
indicated that Brazil is determined 
to withdraw even if no other South 
American nations follow 
her 
ex­ 
ample. 
The opposition press holds 
that 
Brazil should have w ithdraw n from 
the League when the United States 
refused to join. 


SAYS CONSTITUTION 
DESIGNED BY THE 
WEALTHY CLASS 


W ashington, June 9. — (UP) — 
Charging th a t the constitution was 
originally designed by the wealthy 
class to restrict government by the 
people, Wisconsin’s socialist repre­ 
sentative, Victor L. Berger, introduc­ 
ed a resolution in the house yester­ 
day, calling for its revision through 
a constitutional convention. 
A constitution which was adequate 
to the needs of 1780 can no more be 
adequate to the needs of 1926 than 
a garment made to fit a child can fit 
an adult, Berger said in a statement. 
Berger said he would “ put teeth” 
into the first amendment guarantee­ 
ing civil liberties and into the 14th 
and 15th amendments protecting the 
negro. The 18th prohibition amend­ 
ment could be eliminated. 
In addition Berger urged the fol­ 
lowing changes: 
“ We would make the constitution 
more flexible, so th a t it would be 
changed by a majority vote of all 
the people; we would deny to the 
supreme court the right to pass upon 
the constitutionality of acts of con­ 
gress; and we would make it possible 
to enact child welfare, 
minimum 
wage and other social welfare legis­ 
lation, which is impossible under our 
antiquated constitution.”

Cairo, June 9.— (U P )— A dram a­ 
tic story of a battle between desert­ 
ers from th e French Foreign Legion 
and Arab tribesmen is told in damas­ 
cus advices concerning the ease of 
B. J. Doty, alias Gilbert Clare, Am­

youth, 
whose plight as

deserter 
caused 
the 
premier 
of 
France to stay the course of justice. 
The uncensored advices said the 
youth deserted because he was u n­ 
able to tolerate conditions he de­ 
clared existed in the Foreign Le­ 
gion.

half a dozen companions, 
most of whom were German mem­ 
bers of the Foreign Legion, he made 
a dash for the frontier after the re ­ 
capture of Sueida. 
Arabs attacked the fleeing men, 
however, and a fight ensued. 
The deserters were armed 
with 
only one rifle and were facing death 
when French sympathizers arrived 
and saved them. The deserters were 
forced to surrender to French offi­ 
cials to avoid being slaughtered by 
the Arabs. 
In addition to Doty and the Ger­ 
mans, who fled with him, one of the 
deserters is believed to be British.

Johnson had charged irregularities 
but did not question the vote, which 
gave Schall a majority of about 8,000 
over the farmer-labor candidate. 
Johnson claimed bootleggers’ con­ 
tributions aided his opponent, 
but 
the elections 
committee 
reported 
“The evidence does not show 
that 
any violators of the liquor laws were 
induced to contribute money for the 
expense of Schall’s campaign.” 
The 
committee 
further 
decided 
flint there was no evidence to sup­ 
port other charges made by Johnson 
that. Schall had violated the frank­ 
ing privileges; that he had promised 
appointments in return for support; 
that he had violated corrupt 
prac­ 
tices laws of Minnesota, or that he 
had spent money during the 
cam­ 
paign. 
The reporl of the committee was 
signed by Senators Deneen, republi­ 
can, Illinois; Oqff, republican, West 
Virgil la, and Neely, democrat, West 
Virginia. 
The charges revolved around two 
persons prominently Identified with 
the Schall campaign and frequently 
mentioned in the testimony as “Andy 
and Juke.” 
Andy was Andrew A, D.

“ Any court who would give such 
a sentence for selling liquor and not 
for other offences must he a prohibi­ 
tionist 
and 
therefore 
prejudiced.” 
said Darrow, with the famous sus­ 
pender snapping gesture that 
indi­ 
cates interest. 
The 
lawyer's 
liberal 
doctrines 
gained world wide attention through 
his defense of Nathan Leopold and 
Richard Loeb, Chicago “ thrill slay­ 
ers,” and of John T. Scopes. Tennes­ 
see evolution teacher. 
His reaction 
to a Nebraska supreme court ruling 
upholding the bread and water sent­ 
ence was apparently a conflict 
be­ 
tween disgust and dismay. 
“ I am not familiar with the 
Ne­ 
braska institute involved, hut would 
consider such a sentence unconstitu­ 
tional because it is cruel and inhu­ 
mane. 
However, if the Nebraska su­ 
preme court upheld it, the question 
is settled in that state. 
“I cannot imagine use in a liquor 
case unless it is invoked for punish­ 
ment of more serious offenses.” 
Darrow said there was not, to his 
knowledge, any Illinois statute pro­ 
viding for sentence to imprisonment 
on bread and water. 
He mutilated 
the end of a cigaret confirming this 
opinion and 
resumed denunciation 
of Nebraska jurisprudence. 
“Of course the supreme court has 
nothing to say on review of the case 
if Hie judgment is legal. 
But the 
trial judge might invoke some legal 
but wornout statute of

through pure prejudice.”
